SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We are pleased to report that we did get the Taftsville 
Bridge reroofed and painted, with 80% of the cost from 
the State. 


The principal road improvement with State money was 
a rebuilt road, on the south side of the river, from the 
Lincoln Bridge to the iron bridge. This was necessary 
because of inadequacy of the iron bridge. The village end 
of Rose Hill was widened, graded, and blacktopped; and 
the westerly end was widened, and the soil taken was used 
to fill in a curve on the Fletcher Hill road. A new extension 
of road was built in the Wheeler development. Resurfacing 
was done near the Prosper cemetery on the State Aid Road. 
Because of abnormal spring mud, we had to put extra 
gravel near the top of Peterkin Hill, and by the reservoir 
near the Pelton district. 


The extra heavy snowfalls of February and March 
increased costs, and helped bring about extra large repair 
bills on the grader and trucks. Winter began early in 1958, 
with unexpected costs of plowing and sanding. 


We found that we still needed a crawler tractor for 
pulling the road machine in spring mud and on narrow roads; 
and that the used pickup truck was beyond practical repair. 


So with the $14,000.00 Equipment Fund, we purchased 
a slightly less costly loader than originally hoped for, and 
other equipment. 


The $6,000.00 Truck Fund was all spent for exchanging 
the 1954 GMC truck for a new Chevrolet-Coleman truck, 
with a new dump body. We plan to trade the 1955 Ford 
hae auras truck for a new four-wheel drive truck 
in ; 


Since the Village is using all of the ulud storehouse on 
Mechanic Street, we have to buy salt in bags, at an extra 
cost of $3.00 per ton. We now use about 100 tons of salt, 
and 40 tons of chloride per year, and more will probably 
be used in the future. The Town should build a salt shed, 
near the Town Storehouse. Besides the convenience, a 
salt shed would pay for itself in 10 years by buying loose 
salt. Your selectmen and road commissioner have been 
studying this project for over a year, have checked on the 
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State’s salt shed at Hammondsville, and have obtained an 
estimate, from a builder, of $2,550.00. An article for your 
consideration is in the warning. 


The Welfare Department ran over the estimated cost 
by 60%. Hospital and doctor bills accounted for most of 
these costs. Even though we hope for and have budgeted 
for average costs in 1959, an extra tax of 13¢ is necessary 
to clear the 1958 Welfare Department deficit. 


The Ford truck is paid for; we must pay on the $6,000 
we still owe on the grader, and must start paying for the 
new Chevrolet truck and on the equipment fund; as well 
as covering the deficit caused by extra expenses in 1958. 

Therefore the facts are that the minimum taxes recom- 
mended to be raised this year are Welfare 34¢, Summer 
Highway 34¢, General and equipment maintenance $1.44 
and the Schools are asking for $4.48. Total $6.60.

Visits were made to expectant mothers and to give 
assistance and instruction in care on return from the 
hospital e 


Infant and Preschool children have been visited to 
assist in problems of the new born, assistance and 
instruction in giving infants first bath, making of 
formulas, discussion on vitamins, when to start orange 
juice, cereals, soft and chopped foods, what may cause 
rashes, and assistance in treatments for colic and croup, 
under physicians recommendations, Immunizations were 
discussed, why it is important to have them, etc. Par- 
ents are urged to attend Medical Conferences with 
their children for physical examinations and immun- 
izations. 
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2 Medical Conferences were held in May and July. 
67 Attended Medical Conferences in May and July and 


10 were vaccinated against Smallpox 
& were Revaccinated against Smallpox 
20 Received Diphtheria, Tetanus and Pertussis 
17 Received Diphtheria, Tetanus and Toxoid 
19 Received Salk Vaccine for Polio. 


Schools — 


The school program is growing and more time is spent 
and much more needed in this field. 

Early in the fall talks and discussions on personal 
hygiene were given in the first five grades. 

Inspection for cleanliness, biting of nails and Pedicu- 
losis was done in the first five grades. Later in the 
year, students in all eight grades were inspected for 
Pediculosis and this has been done daily when necessary. 
Many visits have been made to the classroom to discuss 
nutrition, dental care, prevention of colds, children’s 
diseases, etc. 

Teachers have been interviewed with discussions in 
ways to assist parents with problems of their children. 


High School students were vision tested. 
Required corrections. 


High School students were tested for hearing loss with 
the audiometer hearing machine. 

Defect found was treated at Mary Hitchcock Hospital. 
Students in the Elementary School were vision tested 
Elementary school students were tested for hearing 
loss with the Audiometer Hearing machine, completed 
March 14, 1958. Defects found were followed up and 
corrections made. Many of the corrections for both 
vision and hearing have been made possible through 
the cooperation and generosity of local organizations, 
such as, the Lions Club, Rotary Club, Kings Daughters, 
special funds, Vt. Association for the Blind, Social 
Welfare Department of the Mary Hitchcock Hospital. 
Notices were sent to parents of students in the Elemen- 
tary showing the change in the immunization program 
by the Vt. Department of Health. Immunizations were 
offered through the 8 grades. 
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165 Students were immunized for Diphtheria, Tetanus, 


Polio and vaccinated against Smallpox in December, the 
others to be finished in January 1959. This was done 
by our local physicians and with the assistance of local 
nurses and members of the associations school com- 
mittee. 


27 1st grade children had physical examinations. 
25,000 — 
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Multiple vitamins were purchased with a minimum of 
cost through the cooperation and efforts of Mr. Hurley, 
Principal of the Elementary School, our druggists, and 
the Lederle Company. A part of these have been given 
to the students at the request of the parents and by 
the assistance of the teachers. The remainder of the 
vitamins are to be given out later. 


Students have been seen individually in my office for 
treatments of bruises and lacerations, sprains of ankles, 
wrists, knees, toes; lacerated and infected chins, infect- 
ed ears, heel, removal of splinters, epistaxis, toothache, 
headache, burns, acne, hives, possible Ivy or Oak poi- 
soning, infection from pencil lead, etc. 


Students were injured with lacerated scalps which re- 
quired treatment and suturing by a physician. 


Boys fractured arms and required physicians treatment 
with casts. 


Many students have been sent or taken home with pos- 
sible Pink eye and ill with the so-called stomach upset 
or virus. 


There has been an outbreak in the schools of Exanthem 
(Skin rash) of unknown etiology. The rash varies in 
looks. In some cases it is a pin point red and the area 
looks flushed, in others it may be blotchy or mottled. 


In many it lasts only 24 hours and in others longer and 
in some cases it reoccurs. A slight temperature usually 
is found. Current investigation is being made by the 
Vt. Dept. of Health. Visits with a state representative 
have been made to the homes of students known to 
have this rash, to gather information and make tests. 


A future report will be made to us as soon as possible. 
A moving picture for teen age girls was shown the 
5th, 6th, 7th and 8th grades.

Students interested in a nursing career were invited 
to attend a meeting of the Ottaquechee Registered 
Nurses Organization,

Guidance Clinic, Vt, Tuberculosis 
Assoc., Vt. and N. H. Social Welfare Depts., have been 
contacted and several visits made for counsel and guid- 
ance with students needing assistance and treatment. 
SPE GHLS were made for two to be seen at speech 
clinic. 

I assisted at Blood Banks and recruited nurses for same. 
A student nurse spent a day with me observing and 
obtaining information concerning Public Health as a 
part of her training. 

Arrangements were made for a Hearing Testing Work- 
shop held in Woodstock under the direction of the Vt. 
Dept. of Health. 

Meetings of the Public Health Nurses Section were 
attended. 

Several other meetings have been attended, all instruc- 
tive and inspiring. 

During the Christmas holidays, through the Green 
Mountain Grange, the First Congregational Church 
and interested friends, I assisted in arrangements for 
three families to be remembered with necessary food 
and clothing. 

Thank you to all who helped to make our program more 
efficient.

One inspection of a private dump was made, and this 
was satisfactorily cleaned up in a few hours. During the 
year of 1958, fifty-five samples of the Woodstock Aqueduct, 
being a minimum of one sample per week, were sent to the 
State of Vermont Bureau of Environmental Sanitation 
Department. The Department has notified us that once 
again Woodstock will be a member of the Honor Roll of 
communities in the State of Vermont, based upon the State 
Board of Health’s test according to their records. Of the 
fifty-five samples sent, only eight showed evidence of con- 
tamination. 

One sample of water sent from the Union High School 
came back with no evidence of contamination. Three sam- 
ples sent from Dreer Spring were adverse, but this condition 
was soon cleared up and the water is pure again. One 
sample from Billings Park came back contaminated. 

Your Health Officer takes this opportunity to thank 
all who helped the late Owen B, Houghton in his sickness 
and continue to help your present Health Officer.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Town Report, 1958 


Through the following programs the State Department 
of Health works with the Health Officer and other officials, 
doctors and local citizens on community health. This report 
summarizes many of the services rendered to Woodstock 
last year and indicates other services available. 


Cancer and Chronic Disease: 0 persons received services 
which included diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics or 
financial aid toward hospitalization costs. 


Child Health Services: 21 children attended a well-child 
conference. There were 4 nutrition and dietetic consulta- 
tions. At attending doctor’s request, 0 children received 
pediatric consultations; 0 received hospital diagnosis. 13 
children with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological 
conditions received services or appliances through clinics 
for handicapped children and 0 * were given financial aid 
toward the cost of hospitalization. 


Communicable Disease: 18 persons received chest x-rays; 
20 children received immunizing series, including booster 
injections, against diphtheria, whooping cough, or tetanus. 
The immunizing series against poliomyelitis, including 
boosters, was given to 311 children and adults. 


Dental Health: The dentist or dental hygienist made 0 
consultations with groups on school or town dental health 
problems. 


Environmental Sanitation: A sanitarian or sanitary engi- 
neer made 118 inspections-consultations at the town’s food 
and lodging places and 55 concerning water supply, sewage 
disposal, public buildings and other problems to protect 
health through improved town sanitation. 


Health Education: All programs offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films and speakers are available. A health refer- 
ence library is maintained. The health educator consulted 
with many groups on health education programs, studying 
or organizing to take action on local health problems. 
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Hospital Services: There were 3 inspections-consultations 
to the hospitals, nursing homes or homes for the aged. 
Industrial Health: Services for chest x-rays in industry 
and inspections and consultations at industrial sites were 
available. 


Laboratory Services: As aids in the control of communic- 
able disease, tests were performed on 102 water samples, 0 
food and dairy products, 91 blood specimens and 14 other 
specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were dis- 
tributed for protection against communicable diseases. 


Mental Health: 6 persons and groups were served at the 
guidance clinic or through educational meetings or con- 
sultations. Services to individuals included 20 interviews 
with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social 
worker. Financial and other assistance to develop local 
projects for prevention, treatment or education in the field 
of mental health were available. 


Public Health Nursing: The Public Health Nurses Head- 
quarters is in Bethel. She assisted the local school nurse 
as requested and provided other services not included in 
Mrs. Dutton’s program. She visited homes, Doctors and 
Agencies, making 489 visits on behalf of 221 persons and 
community health activities. Her service is an essential 
element in the departments programs for health promotion, 
disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.

This is the twenty-third annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Woodstock regarding State payments 
in your municipality of various types of assistance and 
welfare during 1958. The support and cooperation of town 
officers and people generally over this long period is grate- 
fully acknowledged. 


This year marks the greatest improvement in the assist- 
ance programs since they were inaugurated many years ago. 
Due to an increase in Federal funds available to the State and 
a fortunate combination of circumstances it has been pos- 
sible to lift the ceiling in the three adult programs from 
$63.00 to $75.00 a month in the Aid Department Children 
program to $45.00 for the eligible mother or relative, $45.00 
for the first child and $25.00 for each additional child. Our 
food budget allowances have also been increased. This not 
only furnishes more financial security to the individuals 
themselves but should also relieve the towns and cities of 
much of the expense of supplementation. Although the 
bill has not passed the legislature at this writing, a pro- 
gram for nursing home care and limited hospitalization for 
eligible recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Blind 
and Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled has the 
endorsement of the town and city managers. This will 
relieve the towns and cities of 65 percent of the cost for 
which they are currently obligated. No additional state 
appropriation is proposed or required. Actually, the cur- 
rent total requests of the Department of Social Welfare 
for 1960-1961 are less than was appropriated for 1958-1959.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
Woodstock Planning and Budget Committee 


The Committee in its functions as a planning com- 
mittee spent its first year of work in a study of possible 
impending conditions and circumstances which might pre- 
sent a threat to Woodstock’s future. 


This work involved meeting once a month for the first 
nine months and two to three times a week during the past 
few weeks. 


The Committee has been most fortunate in having 
the able assistance of Mr. Norman Williams, Jr., Chief 
Office of Master planning of the City of New York, as spe- 
cial advisor. During its studies and investigations the Com- 
mittee received advice and assistance from the following 
state officials: 


Mr. William Poeter, Commissioner of Highways 

Mr. H. F. Farrington, Mgr., Highway Planning Division 

Mr. Reinhold Thieme, Commissioner of Water Resources 

Mr. Paul Adrews, Head Research and Planning Ver- 
mont Development Commission 


We wish to thank the above individuals for their kind 
attention to and assistance with our problems. 


As a result of this year of work the committee (to 
quote from the context of its directive) feels that “positive 
action is vital to the welfare of the town.” It feels this 
way because it sees clearly that the town and Village of 
Woodstock are faced with threats, yes dire threats, from 
both within and without. This is a serious statement. 
Let us examine it carefully. 


From within we have the threat of ever higher costs 
of government and education. In 1940 our town taxes raised 
for all purposes were $77,000. In 1950 they were $120,000. 
In 1958 they were just short of $254,000. And for the year 
1959 the various Town departments are asking for a total 
of over $282,000 or a 10% increase over last year. 


It has been our Committee’s duty to study this newest 
budget. With some possible trifling exceptions it has found 
no way that it can be reduced without depriving the town 
of necessary services. 
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Most of us are aware of the fact that our population 
has remained a stable 2,600 for many years. Thus our 
per capita tax has risen from $29 plus in 1950 to a bit over 
$108 in 1959, which is only a little less than 400%. This is 
true in a town where no substantial capital improvements 
with the exception of the High School have taken place in 
modern times and where public services have been rendered 
on a most modest basis. It seems inevitable that govern- 
ment costs will continue to rise as time goes on. Thus we 
have our threats from within — a greater and greater cost 
of education and government services which mean a high- 
er and higher tax rate unless in some way we can broaden 
our tax base. 


Now, what is the threat from without? In that great 
metropolitan area from Portland, Maine to Richmond, Vir- 
ginia a tremendous population and building explosing is 
taking place. Within the heart of this area, which is from 
Philadelphia to Boston there are ever-increasing millions 
of people to whom recreation will mean escape from their 
daily life. The routes of escape will be along the new great 
interstate highways. ina short ten years there will be 60 
mile an hour non-stop super highway from Boston and New 
York, and consequently from the entire coastal region be- 
tween them, directly to Wocdstock’s door. It takes little 
imagination to conceive how this could effect Woodstock. 
The first thing to realize is that inevitably the pressures of 
this great exodus of recreation seeking people will force 
improved transportation facilities from White River to 
the West. This means a new route 4 and can mean by- 
passing Woodstock, slashing a gash through Woodstock, 
or some fortunate compromise between these two alter- 
natives. An ever increasing mass of the traveling public 
will discover Woodstock, of whom a porportion will wish 
to stay temporarily or permanently. This group of one 
type can enrich Wo:odstock in beauty and culture or if 
of another type, could wreck it permanently. 


We have mentioned briefly these two major threats 
to our future. Our Committee’s answer to these threats 
is to face up to them and resolve them by means of modern 
professional town planning. We have as examples of those 
communities that have already started similar work, many 
neighboring towns such as Bellows Falls, Windsor, Hart- 
ford, Randolph and Newport, and in New Hampshire, Han- 
over, Lebanon, Littleton, and Peterboro to name a few. 
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What does town planning require? It requires a 
thorough evaluation and complete inventory of all existing 
conditions in Woodstock Town and Village such as: land 
use, physical condition of public and business buildings, 
analysis of streets and roads — their present and pros- 
pective use, traffic, parking, sewer facilities and stream 
pollution problems, water facilities and future water sorces, 
analysis of the population: learning the direction of its 
desires and needs and assessing its labor potential, analysis 
of present business and industry including the ski and 
resort business, and an analysis of town and village finances. 


The next step is a comprehensive town plan which will 
indicate the directions the town can take to broaden its 
tax base and yet preserve its inherent qualities thus re- 
ducing or holding in line the per capita tax burden. It 
can determine the most economical and practical way to 
solve the Town sewerage and stream pollution problem. 
It can also project increases in school population and the 
needs beyond current facilities well in advance of a possible 
emergency. Most important of all, it can draft and present 
for voter acceptance a comprehensive code of protective 
ordinances which can stand as a bulwark against the threat 
of a change for the worse in Woodstock’s character which 
could well come about through the completion of the new 
highways. And, as part of this work it can devise and draft 
a new route 4 which will represent the most practical pos- 
sible compromise between the desires of the town and the 
needs of the state. 


Finally, the plan could continue as a living testament 
always growing and changing as times changed and always 
reflecting the best efforts of its citizens to make Woodstock 
the ideal place in which to live. Assistance to towns for 
planning purposes is provided by the Federal and State 
Governments. The Federal Government will pay one half 
the cost and the Vermont State Development Commission 
will act as administrative and disbursing agent for both 
the Federal Government and the Town. 


An article will be found in the Warning for the Annual 
Town Meeting, as follows: 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
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five thousand dollars for the purposes of the Planning and 
Budget Committee of the town of Woodstock in order that 
said Committee may obtain a “comprehensive plan” as re- 
quired by law, with the understanding that said five thous- 
and dollars or any part or any parts thereof used are to be 
matched by the State and/or Federal funds, and with the 
further understanding that not more than two thousand 
five hundred dollars shall be raised in any one calendar year, 
and further that any part of said five thousand: dollars 
ee ase for said plan shall revert to the town general 
und. 


BUDGET REPORT 


The Selectmen are recommending a 1959 tax rate as 
follows:

This represents an increase of 10%. 


A study of these budgets does not indicate any op- 
portunity for a material reduction. The Committee feels 
that these figures generally indicate a normal increase in 
the cost of government and that such increases will continue 
for the foreseeable future. 


This however means that all department heads should 
continue to scrutinize every item of current or potential 
expense with extreme care. 


It is specifically recommended to all department heads 
that all proposed repair and maintenance expenditures 
presumed to come to $500.00 or more and all capital expendi- 
tures be subjected to bid in the manner and form as is pro- 
vided by Vermont Statute. 


Attention is drawn to the fact that the future school 
budget for several years may be expected to increase at 
least to the degree necessary to hold to the present teacher 
salary schedules. 
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The Committee wishes to call special attention to the 
Listers’ report which for the first time lists (with the ex- 
ception of religious institutions) all properties with their 
assessed values not currently taxed. 


The Committee has experienced full cooperation from 
all town officials.

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The Woodstock School Board and Administration wish 
to state that they feel Woodstock has a fine working staff. 
It consists of a principal and nineteen full-time teachers 
and five part-time teachers. The pupil-teacher ratio has 
been greatly improved. In each of the first and second 
grades there are three divisions making an average of about 
twenty pupils per class. In the other grades the pupil-teach- 
er ratio ranges from twenty-four to twenty-nine, For the 
school year 1959-1960 this will be improved as the third 
grade will be divided into three divisions of about twenty 
pupils each. This has been made possible by a gift of $8,000: 
received in December of 1958. This generous, unsolicited 
help will greatly benefit the Woodstock elementary program. 


The Administration recommended to the Board that 
extra opportunity should be given to the academically 
talented pupils. The problem was carefully studied. The 
pupils were screened on the basis of I. Q. achievement tests, 
and class records. Twenty-five pupils were finally chosen 
after pupils and parents were interviewed. The present 
group consists of pupils from grades six, seven and eight. 
This group is given extra opportunities to progress at a fast- 
er rate than a normal class. The Administration hopes that 
the eighth grade pupils in this group will be ready for biol- 
ogy instead of general science in their ninth year. In 
mathematics they may have an opportunity to advance into 
algebra thus making it possible for them to complete their 
freshman mathematics in the eighth grade. This group 
will be given standard achievement tests which will help to 
determine their place in high school. This does not mean 
they will graduate from high school any earlier. The pur- 
pose is to give these pupils an opportunity to take more ad- 
vanced courses in science, mathematics, English, and 
languages. Next year the Administration hopes that the 
group may be composed of only seventh and eighth grade 
pupils. After a year of experience they and the teachers 
feel that more can be accomplished by having only these 
two grades together. The rest of the school pupils have 
benefited from the program. The other grades have been 
decreased thus helping all pupils in these grades. This pro- 
gram may develop to a point where the Administration and 
the Board wish to recommend that the program be expanded 
to other grades. 
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We feel that it is our duty to inform the citizens of 
future needs and trends. It appears from the anticipated 
number of first grade pupils for next year that it will be 
desirable to continue to have three divisions in the first 
grade if we are going to keep the ratio of pupil-teacher 
down to twenty-twenty-five per room. In two years every 
possible available space in our present building will be used. 
There are two possible solutions—Increase the pupil-teacher 
ratio to thirty-five — forty pupils per room, or, to add 
additional rooms to the present facilities or to find facilities 
elsewhere. The time is approaching when the surrounding 
towns may want to consider the possibility of joining with 
Woodstock to form an elementary union district. We recom- 
mend that the citizens give serious thought to this matter. 


The Board is well aware that there is a growing demand 
for a kindergarten for this area. At the present time there 
is no space for a kindergarten room in the elementary build- 
ing. It is possible that one of the rural school buildings 
could be used. This would be at an estimated expense of 
at least $10,000 per year for the total kindergarten program 
including teaching facilities and transportation. 


The National Defense Act recently passed will help 
to aid schools in mathematics, science, language, and testing. 
The Administration feels that the guidance opportunities 
may be improved in the seventh and eighth grades by this 
act. The town school districts will be able to purchase 
science and mathematics equipment on a fifty-fifty basis. 


There is a national and state move to increase teach- 
ers’ salaries. We have carefully studied the proposed teach- 
ers’ salary schedule as printed in this report. We wish to 
recommend it for next year. We feel with the present sal- 
ary schedule we have been able to attract many excellent 
teachers to our elementary staff. We are confident the pro- 
posed salary schedule will help hold our present teachers 
and attract the best teachers to our community. This sal- 
ary schedule has been included in the budget and figured into 
the tax rate. Therefore, if the increased tax rate of 18 cents 
is voted the proposed salary schedule will go into effect 
next school year. 


Last spring the School Board and Administration made 
a careful survey of the needs in our elementary building. 
Each room was evaluated and rated. During the summer 
five rooms were redecorated and the lower hallway in the 
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former high school building was also done. The Board plans 
to redecorate five more rooms and at least one hallway this 
coming’ summer. 


The area known as the study hall was divided by a 
permanent partition thus making two pleasant classrooms. 
A third classroom was made by installing a permanent 
partition between the former shop and agriculture class- 
room. - 


The home economics kitchen was improved by installing 
a new sink and re-arranging the cupboard and shelf space. 
The room was redecorated. All this has made the facilities 
for the hot lunch program much more sanitary. 


The lighting problem has been evaluated by a profes- 
sional lighting expert. He has made a survey and recom- 
mendations. The Board plans to start improving the light- 
ing facilities next year by doing a few rooms each year. 


The heating problem in the building has been investi- 
gated. For several years it has been difficult to heat the 
rooms on the North end of the former high school building. 
The Board has sought professional advice. We are assured 
that this can be remedied. The amount has been included 
in the proposed budget. 


The cost of transportation is on the increase. There 
is a continued demand for additional service. The Board 
regrets that the bus schedule is as tight as it is, however, 
until such time as it seems wise to buy an additiona] bus we 
will have to follow the present schedule. During the past 
months the Board has carefully examined the bus routes 
and extended the service to the Happy Valley Road, Hart- 
land Hill and Lincoln Street Extension, the hill road from 
West Woodstock to Prosper, to Ora Lewis’s farm, to the 
Country School, Morgan Hill, Billings Farm area, and from 
Lawrence Curtis’ place to Bridgewater. 


Larger transportation facilities are going to be needed 
in the future to take care of the Church Hill, Peterkin Hill, 
and Fletcher Hill. The School Board felt that it was good 
business to purchase a 66-passenger bus this past December 
to replace the 1954 bus that they had planned to replace this 
coming summer. By buying this bus and changing bus 
routes it has saved hiring additional transportation service 
on the Taftsville and South Woodstock routes. 
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The Board has met with the Town Planning and Budget 
Committee. The Committee recommended the Board start 
a sinking fund for school buses. According to law this has 
to be voted on as a separate article. We hope that you will 
give it your support when the article comes up for vote. 


We have carefully prepared the proposed budget found 
in this report and recommend a school tax of $4.48.
